The in- 
tellectual classes of England readily under- 
stood that a great city like this had other 
losses than of grain elevators and dwelling 
heuses. They knew that the libraries of the 
city—those, formations of slow growth, those 
accumulations of successive lifetimes, were 
not so easily restored, yet of incalculable 
loss to an intelligent and thoughtful people. 
The same hands that sent us money to buy 
food and clothing contributed to replace, in 
the form eof. a publie library, the 
irreparable loss of our many costly 
collections of books. The value of such a 
gift can hardly be estimated. It is another 
chapter im evidence of the existence of an 
universal brotherhood, It is a graceful 
token of the tiethat binds the English-speak- 
ing nations in literary labors. This last gift 
will live ferever in the history of the rebuilt 
city. This contribution of books settles the 
question of a free public library in Chicago,

This 
tax on shawls und blankets is prohibitory 
upon all but the speeially fine grades not 
made in this ceuntsy. The increased cost of 
shawls and blankets to the American peo- 
ple, eansed by tax, is probably not less 
than $20,000,000| annually. Two hundred 
thousand pairs of blamkete+the ordinary 
blankets, in addition te the regular supply. 
have been needed in this city alone as a 
result of the fire. For each pair of these 
blankets our people have paid $2.50 more 
than they would have had to pay were it not 
for the t imposed by the tariff. Our 
impoverished people, out of the scanty 
proportion of their insurance money, have 
paid $500,000 tax on their blankets, not one 
dollar of which was received by the govern- 
ment, and which is nearlyfive hundred times 
greater than the whole amount of revenue 
collected annually in the whole United 
States from the tax on the article. The tax 
collected of the same people on shawls is not 
probably less than that paid by them on the 
blankets. While our Boston friends are de-
